the Hottentots. Before he left us, he | 
promised that he would send us some | 
tools for the Hottentots’ use. We ace | 
companied them a little way out into the | 
field, and took a cordial leave of these 
our friends anaw benefactors. 
June 10—today, we had a blessed | 
participation of the Lora’s Supper, and | 
felt the peace of our Saviour in a parti- | 
cular manner, while we meditated on | 
His sufferings ard death. But as it oft- | 
en happens, that joy- and grief follow | 
close upon each other, so likewise we 
were informed to-day, that after the | 
evening services, it has been usual for a | 
Hottentot living on our land, Kiaas 
Trompeter, to go and entice women and 
children, and others, ‘to come to his 
house and join in a dance, connected 
with the most superstiiious and indecent 
practices. These abominations had ex- 
isted for some time in darkness, till some 
of the school-children betrayed the par- 
ty, by informing sister Scimitt of it. On 
examination, we found that not only most 
of the sche lars had joined in it, but even 
several women and two of the candidates

for baptism. We consulted together 
how we might, with the help of God, at 
once put a stop to such dangerous and 
seductive practices, and prayed the 
Lord, in this distressing case, to give us 
grace, firmness and success. On the 
following cvening, brother Kohrhammer 
spoke on the words of St. Paul, 2 Cor, vi. 
14,15. He then declared their noctar- 
nal dances, following immediately upon 
their assembling to hear the word of 
God, to be a work of the devil, by which 
that arch-cnemy of souls seeks to de- 
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_ 
formed them, that we shouid keep heithe 
| er schools ner meetings for inswuction 
with people who,showed such contempt 
| of the word of life, till every one ofthose 
who bad been present at these heathen 
ish dances had come to us with conteg- 
sioh and repentance.

unl tevers. They were then perinite 
ted, by giving us their hands, seicmaly 
to promise never to suffer themselves 
again to be seduced to these sinful ways. 
Kiaas Trompeicr, perceiving that his 
diabolical traffic was at an end, came at 
length himself, fell on hie knees, and en- 
treated us to forgive him. However, to 
him we could not speak as to those who 
had fallen into his snares, but as to an 
aveut of the devil and wicked seducer. 
Bur he persisted to cry aloud for merc’, 
tiil we told him, that if he would bring 
his violin, with which he had set bis 
wicked dance a going, and deliver it op 
into our custady, in token of his never 
encouraging these practices again, we 
should consider about it. He was overe 
joyed at this glimpse of hope of torgives 
hess. got up, ran home, took the old vio- 
lin down, and exclaimed, “Get ouvof 
the house, thou instrument of the devil 1” 
—and brought 1 immediately to us, to 
keep for him as long as we pleased. 
Having once more represented to him 
the atrociousness of his formegpractices, 
we added, that though we t@faye him, 


yet that this would not clear him of his 


guilt; for he must seck forgiveness 
with God, who alone could save him 
from eternal punishment. Thus ended 
this distressing business; and we were 
glad to perceive, that a deep and sajuta- 
ry impression was made upon cld and 
youny ; 50 that we trust, by the Loid’s 
mnercy, that his cause has gained, and the 
devil’s has lost.

Peter said : “ How shall I sufficiently

But 
when lam engaged at a farmer’s, and 
there is a dance or other sports, I retire,

{ The following letter has recently been re- 
ceived by the Rev. Dr. Worcester, from the 
Missionaries ai Ceylon. } 

On board the Dryad, §. lat. 30°. OF 
long. 60° 50’. Feb. 14, 


Rev. aud Dear Sir,—Thinking that it | 


may afford the Prudential Committee 
some degree of satistaction to learn the 
general circumstances of our voyage, we 
have theught it best to present io their 
perusal an abstract of our journal. And, 
as we may speak with some vessel 
bound to America, before we arrive at 
Ceyion, we will bring down our history 
to the present time. If no such oppor- 
tunity should present itself, we will con- 
tinue our letter, by adding circumstan- 
stances as they occur, and forward it as 
early as shall be practicable. 

Permitus bricfly to express our thanks 
to the Prudential Committee, for the 
num@rous proofs of friendship and affec- 
tion, which we received from them.— 
Their fatherly advice, their solemn 
charge, and their affectionate farewell, 
are engraven upon our hearts, and will 
live in our grateful remembrance till 
the day of our death. But we will not 
attempt a description of our feelings on 
that interesting day, when we parted 
with them, and the numerous circle of 
our Amcrican friends. We will only 
say, that time can never efface from our 
memories the reflections of the hour, 
Riithyorenn yo * . - 

Our season of sea-sickness was short ; 
with the exception of Mrs. Poor, health 
was restored in afew days. Sea-sick- 
ness Ieft her in a very debilitated state, 
which cominued more than a month.— 
We are happy to say, that she is now 
perfectly restored. 

Thorsday, Oct. 26. The brethren 
held a meeting for consultation and busi- 
ness, relative to our mission.

ing worship on deck thirteen Sabbaths 
out of the sixteen, since we embarked. 

Through the kindness of our Capt. 
we have many privileges on board,which 
are not common to passengers. ‘The 
cabin is ever open to us, where we rev- 
guiarly meet for morning and evening 
worship ; and for seasons of occasicnal, 
as well as stated prayer awd religious 
conversation. Capt. Buffinton, whom 
we shall ever remember with affection, 
uniformly joins with us in our relicicus 
exercises,when his business will permit. 

In consequence of much head wind, 
our voyage will probably be longer than 
we anticipated But we have reason for 
thankfulness, that we have hiberto sxe 
weather has been so pleasant, and our 
accommodations so good, that with very 
few exceptions, we have had our regu- 
lar seasons of study, exercise and rest.

The power, vested in Congress by 
the constitution, of providing for the pay 
of its own members, is doubtiess, a deli- 
cate trust; and it migit have been ap- 
prehended, as well from the nature of

It trea- 
ted the question, not as one between 
them and the public, but as exclusively 
of public and national concern. It re« 
garded it as a subject of general! policy, 
by which the nation, and the nation onty, 
was to be affected ; as much so, as any 
other act of legislaiion whatever. Any 
imputation, so gross asto impeach iis 
con tuct in this essential particular, a 
feeling of self-respect must compel the 
House to pass over in silence, and its 
members must rely on their known char- 
acter, as men:bers of the government, 
and as citizens of the community, to dis- 
prove it. The House would not presume 
to judge whether its services, in the va- 
rious and important matters upon which 
it has acted, have deserved any conside- 
ration or respect from the public; but 
for those services, such as they are, it 
has not sought, nor would accept any re- 
ward, which could be measured 0 it 
in a mere pecuniary compensation. Aud

The rates of compensation 
were different in different Siates: some 


States paid to its delegates cight dollars | 
a day; others six; othersless; andone , 


State at least paidthem by an annual 
provision, of six hundred pounds ster- 
ling. It was natural to recur to these 
precedents, when the subject was taken 
up by the first Conyress, under this con- 
stitution. © Taking as a justand obvious 
standard by which toregujate the amount 
of compensation,the average of the rates 
which had been paid by the different 
States, to their delegates in the oid Con- 
gress, it was found that such average, a- 
mounted to some what more than six dol- 
larsa day. The compcnsation was ac- 
cordingly fixed at six collars a day, by 
the law of 1789. 

As it was foreseen, that the deprecia- 
tion of money, or the increased expense 
of living might render this provision in- 
adequate,the law was limited m its dura- 
tion, in order that It micht be consider- 
ed and altered, if necessary, ata future 
period. The subject was again brought 
before Congress, in 1796, by the expira- 
tion of the former law. Qn this occasion, 
as the committee have learned, and in- 
deed as some of them remember. there 
was much diversity of opinion in the 
House of Representatives ; some mem- 
bers wished, then tochange the mode 
from a daily sum to an annual allowance; 
others prefi-rred to retain the existing 
mode, but to increase the sum; and a 
committee of the House, reported in fa- 
vor of increasing the daily pay to eight 
dollars, assigning for reason, a propor- 
tionate increase in the price of aii com- 
modities, and the expense of living,since 
the passage of the firstact. Those who 
oppused this augimentation, rdmitted it 
wouid be ressouable, if the price of com- 
moditics and the expense of hving 
should keep up; but they hoped the 
rise would be temporary, and that money 
would soon resume, in relation to the 


expense of living, its former value. The | 


proposition to increase the pay was lost 
by one of two votes only, and a law pas- 
sed establishing the former rate. 

The state of things existing in the

United States had made unreasonabife or 
exorbiant provision for their public’ a- 
gents. But unless the early history of 
the country, was marked by great ex- 
travagance in this particular, the rate cf 
six dollars a day, fixed by the law of the 
first Congress, was no more than a mod- 
crate and necessary allowance at that 
time, because it was no more than the 
average of what all the States had found 
it necessary to payto their respective 
delegates, during the revolution, 

The only question then, is, whether 
there has been in truth such a change in 
the country, inthe value of money and 
the expense of living, asto render that 
provision which was no more than sufli- 
cient in 1789, insufficient in 1816, lt is 
atruth, plain toall whose experience or 
information enables them to judge, that 
so great has been the change in the fore- 
going particulars, which eight-and-twen- 
ty years hay ‘oduced, that it is not in- 
correct toe te the expenditures ne- 
cessarily attached to a seat in Congress 
at twice their former amount. This 
change has net been confined to the con- 
dition of members of Congress. It has 
extended all over thi country, and as 
well the national government as every 
State government hasbeen obliged to 
provide for it in oportionate in- 
crease in the salaries of their public offi- 
cers. ” ;
